BLUE PLATE MEALS

colored plate is not necessary to this 
type of service—it can be any color at 
all. I wonder how a main course 
served on one plate came to be called 
a “blue plate dinner!” Perhaps the 
first of those plates with the parti- 
tions was blue. At any rate, a main 
course on one plate has much in its 
favor. It saves dishes, saves effort, 
and is very attractive. 


At least it should be attractive or it 
will defeat its reason for being. Ar- 
rangement and selection are the pass 
words to a good looking plate dinner. 
The foods should go well together. 
This is a good way to serve some of 
those famous food affinities, like pine- 
apple and lamb chops, immortalized in

Hollywood; or individual steaks and 
fried bananas. 

And don't forget color contrasts! 
Brighten the plate with: a sprig of 
parsley or a strip of pimiento;-and 
don’t over-crowd. Sometimes salad is 
placed on the plate, too, but personal- 
ly, I don’t believe in mixing hot and 
cold inthis way. A relish, yes, if you 
wish—pickles, olives, or spiced fruits, 
perhaps. 

No “Soupy” Foods! 

And “soupy” foods are quite out of 
order. They don't stay put; they in- 
fringe on the rights of others. Cream- 
ed potatoes or other vegetables had 
better be planned for another meal. 
Gravy with the meat is not so good 
either. And go slow on the sauces for 
the same reason. Tomato sauce may 
be a grand invention with a veal 
chop but we don’t want it run wild 
all over the plate. Hollandaise sauce 
is different as we do not use so much

Fake Claims. 


Sam Worthy, the state’s star wit- 
ness in the trial of prosecutions grow- 
ing out of an investigation of-alleged 
fake damage claims, took the stand in 
Fulton superior court Tuesday as a 
witness in the trial of Norman De- 
Krasner, second Atlanta attorney to 
go on trial as a result of the investi- 
gation, and told a story similar in 
many respects to the one he told Mon- 
day when R. F. Turnipseed, another 
attorney, was tried and convicted on 
three misdemeanor counts. 

Worthy told freely of his participa- 
tion in numerous fake claims and told 
the jury that DeKrasner had sug- 
gested to him that “they could make 
some money” by bringing false claims 
against the power company. Worthy 
snid that he himself paid $5 to a 
relative by marriage, A. W. Wilhoit, 
to sign the name of “John Jaggers” to 
a fake claim against the Georgia Pow- 
er Company which was settled for 
$150. The witness said that he went 
to the company’s offices and got the 
settlement check and delivered it to 
DeKrasner, and that he was given $47 
as his “commission.” 

In addition to the “Jaggers’ case, 
DeKrasner is charged with an at- 
tempt to defraud the power company 
in another claim allegedly filed in the 
name of “Robert Gilbert.’ Worthy 
told the jury that he signed the Gil-

News Behind the News 


By Paul Mallon. 


NO SALE WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—Only one thing is wrong 

: with President Roosevelt’s firm of Yankee Traders, 
Inc. It cannot get any customers. This is frequently discouraging 
to businessmen, and it is beginning to discourage the New Dealers. 

You can mark the progress of one big angle of the business by 
lifting the cover on the scene at the fifth consecutive collapse of 
the Russian negotiations recently. 

The traders were grouped in the office of Mr. Hull, secretary 
of state. He and his three aides (Messrs. Moore, Bullitt and Kelley) 
affected the supreme court countenance customary to Yankee Trad- 
ers. In came M. Troyanovsky, the Russian ambassador, supposed 
to be bearing a compromise offer. 

After greeting M. Troyanovsky, Trader Hull waited for him 
to speak. The Russian dickerer said his government had instructed 
him to reject the American credit proposal and added that Moscow 
felt its demand for a long-term loan and credit was reasonable. Mr. 
Hull was so exasperated he got up and said, in effect: “If that is 
the way you feel about it, the trade is off.” 

M. Troyanovsky was surprised. He expected some discussions. 
Nobody said anything. The Yankee Traders arose. There was noth- 
ing left for the Russian Trader to do but leave, and he did. 

Mr. Hull had to ring up ‘‘no sale’ again on the empty cash 
register. 


AUDACITY The underlying difficulty in the Russian case is the 

Same as in all. The Russians will not trade un- 
less they get the best of it. Specifically they spurn a long-term 
credit and demand a $100,000,000 cash loan. In other words, they 
not only refuse credit but want to borrow from the store. Store- 
keeper Hull will give them five-year credits and no more. 

The result is that a subtle diplomatic shooting contest has started 
between the United States and the reds. Our diplomats are plant- 
ing stories in our press that they will dissolve the export-import 
bank for Russia. Also that they will start an economic blacklist of 
nations with whom they do not do business. 

In response the RusSians have planted a yarn in Moscow that 
Mr. Rooseyelt promised M. Lifvinoff a cash loan and that the presi- 
dent now is going back on his word. 

It is all very merry, but there still is no cash in the till and no

NEW YORK, Feb. 5.—(/)— 
In an effort to straighten out 
an apparently wide misinterpre- 
tation of the rules dealing with 
the right of a player to replace a 
damaged golf ball. the United 
States Golf Association today 
appended footnotes to the rules 
governing this phase of the game.

Raymond A. Walsh, counsel for 
the cotton garment code authority, 
asserted the proposed contract viq- 
lated a Kentucky statute which he in- 
terpreted as confining prison labor to 
the production of articles for state 
use only.

SPAIN CONSIDERS CAG 


ON ALL NEWSPAPERS 


Would Regulate Editorial 
Personnel as Well as 
News Matter. 


MADRID, Feb. 5.—(/)—A sweep- 
ing law for eéntrol of the press in 
Spain, even more drastic than the 
one forecast last week by the news- 
paper law, was circulated among cabi- 
net ministers today by Minister of the 
Interior Vaquero, who under the pro- 
posed restrictions would be a virtual 
press. dictator. 

The proposed law, whieh will be 
considered formally by the cabinet 
soon, provides among other things for 
a complete roster of working news- 
papermen in Spain to be kept at the 
ministry of the interior, and a cares 
ful record of their work to be maine 
tained. 

Editorship of a publication of any 
kind would be incompatible with hold- 
ing public office under the proposed 
set-up. 

The publishers or chief editors of 


/any publication printed in Spain must 


be Spanish citizens under Vaquero’s 
proposed press rule. In reply to quer- 


les of foreign correspondents whether 


this would apply to agencies of for 
eign services Vaquero said: 


“Yes, certainly. If this is not con- 
tained in the present draft of the law 

will insert it.’ 

Three convictions for violation of 
any law or laws, or one conviction 
on a charge of blackmail, would ren- 
der any individual ineligible as a pub- 
lisher. 

During a state of prevention, state 
of alarm or state of war. censorship 
like that prevailing in the recent abor- 
tive revolt would be automatically ef- 
fective. and all failing to submit to 
it would be liable to suspension from 
business, fines and imprisonment. 

During any one of these “states” 
publications would be obliged to print 
|any government communication. 

Any publication, radio broadcast oF 
newsreel show carrying matter cone 
sidered as inciting to rebellion or 
prejudicial to the maintenance of or- 
der would result in heavy penalties 
for those found guilty.

More important than his work for 
the royal household was the study 
Galen gave to the science of anat- 
He learned as much as he 
could about the muscles and bones 
of the animals and human beings. 
Some persons called him the wonder 
worker. 

In the course of his studies, Galen 
cut up the bodies of fish, birds, pigs, 
and apes. At one time he 
‘worked on the body of an elephant; 
and he examined one or two human 
skeletons. 

Galen wrote books about the body 
and about medicine, and his writ- 
ings kept his fame alive in the cen- 
turies which followed his death.

A  Long-Talmadge-Mussolini rule 
was set up in the suburban town early 
this year by Mayor Howard L. Car- 
michael when a recalcitrant new coun- 
cil failed to re-elect three important 
veteran city officers and named a new 
group at lower salaries. . 

All of which was uncalled for, said 
the mayor, so he retaliated by refusing 
to name council committees—thereby 
paralyzing municipal business for a 
time. At that time he said he'd run 
things himself before he’d let council 
throw out tried and proved officers 
and cut all city salaries 10 per cen 
or more unnecessarily. 

But politics, like war, can be un-

and now East Point’s municipal af- 
fairs are running smoothly.
